& 62 7 OAGEE: Pamphlet it ſelf, doth not ſeem to me to 
be worthy of any regard: but to yourſelf who ſeem to be 
much concerned for the ſafety of our Religion, there 1s a 
great one due, and 'therefore in mere Tharity to you, I 
have once more ſet-Pen to Paper 3 briefly ro demonſtrate 
that you wrong your ſelf exceedingly in imploying your 
time about works of this nature; tor which you are not 
atall firted. You are a Perſon of 2nality ; I make no doubt, 
becauſe I have your word for it ; but I muſt take the bold- 
neſs to tell you; that whatſocver other qualities you have, 
you are not qualified ( toimitatea little your way of wrt 
ting ) to paſsacenſyre on Men, and on Books, as you have 
taken the liberty to do,

You will be apt, it is like, by this blunt beginning, to 


make the ſame judgement concerning me 3 but] truſt I (hall 
evidently ſhow, it 1s no raſhneſs or preſumption in me, to 


undertake this task ; which is ſo eaſy, that it requires-.no: 


great abilities to make good this charge, iz, That there 
#s a notorious defed, either in your Will and Aﬀe@ions, or elſe 
in your Mind and Judgement :. either of which make you 
unmeet to meddle with theſe matters. 

The former of theſe I dare not fuſpe&t, becauſe you pro- 
fels down-right Honeſty, though zo Arts; and in many paſla- 
ges ſpeak very pioully. Though I cannot forbear to ſay thus. 
much, that the conſtant rr of little ſtrains of the- 
loweſt and pooreſt fort of witty reflexions, is no good ſign 
of that ſerious inſide Piety, whoſe Heart-bloud, you ſay, 1s 
now /etting out by a Generation of Men, for whom you can- 
not find a name bad enough. Who can read without ſome 
diſdain, ſuch. pittiful punns as you have made upon the 
names of ſeveral perſons: which I doubt you would not 
allow-in another, while you take a great liberty this way 
your ſelf. You would call it, I havereaſon to think, flurting 
and fleering, or lightneſs and vanity, it not jeering and a- 
buſtveneſs in thole whom you take to task 5 which you 


prattice without any ſcruple, from the beginning of the - 


Book to the end. Mr. Bull comes firſt with his Horns, and 
eager puſhes pag. 33. having lately puſht apiece into the 
World.” p. 37. Then Mr. Baxter is deſcribed by the 
character of one, who hath ſpoiled in his time many good Ba- 
kings. And elſewhere Dr. Heylin, paſſes under the name of 
St. George his Champion, and you doubt his Dragon too. And 
there is another, I am confident you aimat, when, upon the 
mention of Dr. Ower, and Mr. Ferkins, you tell us of the 
groveling outcries that are made. Nor can I deviſe any other 
reaſon, why youcontracted the name of your Book in the 
entrance, with an &c. (when it ſtands at length enough in 
the Title Page) but only to bring in the far-tetcht ens” 
() 
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of the Oath, e*c.Sure, Sir, this trifling isnot to be a praGi- 


tioner of Piety in Baley's way, nor to watch over your adti- 
ons according to Brinlley's Rules,and as you dire&ys, p. 30: - 
If it be, thole Books, and the reſt you commend to our 
uſe, do not ſurpals fo far as you would have the world be- 
lieve, the labours of the New Speaking Gentlemen. So you 
call the Writers you oppole, though that excellent Man 
Dr. Hammond ( after whom follows Biſhop Taylor) leads 
the Van, as you ſpeak, and was the Forelorn Hope. Who 
deſerved ſure to be treated with more Reverence, eſpeci- 
ally by a Perſon of Quality, who ought not to have ſtoop> 
ed to ſo low, ſo paultry, a way of writing, nor to have, 
comprehended ſo great a Divine, and to Holy a Man, 
under no better Name, thanthat of « New-Speaking Ger- 
teman. 


But you do not deny, but there are abundance of excellent, 
xſeful, ſeaſonable, well-ſaid things 1n his PraFical Catechiſme. 
and therefore, notwithſtanding all this, I doubt not but 
you are (though I know not who you are, ng more than 
the Manin the Moon) a Pious, Serious, Honeſt Gentleman, 
or Perſon of greater Quality ) who intends to do ſervice 
to Religion : though you are not well skilled in the buſi- 
nels you go about. 


For that there isan exceeding great defeCtin your judge- 
ment, it 1s apparent from hence, That pretendinga Vin- 
dication of Mr. Standiſhhis Sermon, you have not writ 
one ſyllable to the purpoſe. For the Men whom he in- 


forms againſt, and whoſe names I deſired we might know, 


are ſuch as impionſly deny both our Lord, and his Holy Spi- 
rit : who make Reaſon, Reaſon, Reaſon their only Trinity : 
who preach up Natural, and Moral Religion, without the 
Grace of God, and Faith in Chriſt : and in eftet ſay, There 
3s no ſuch thing as ſupernatural Grace. That is in plain terms, 
rank Sociniansz or worle, (it worle can be ) for the S9-

Who muft therefore be. the Ring-lead- 
ers of thoſe deceitful Workers, thote faſe Apoſtles Mr. Stan- 
diſh ſpeaks of; orelſe (to ſpeak mildly, 1n one of your 
own phraſes) you have miſt the Puiſhien. Chuſe you which 
of theſe you will 3 itis certain you will be found, to be an 
incompetent perſor-to-interpole your felt in thoſe diffe- 
rences , though I doubr not you are, as in humility you 


ſtile your ſelf, p. 34, A well-meaning Scribler. 


Do you really intend to charge thoſe great Men with

Hath any one more 
effeCtually eſtabliſhed the Doftrine of the Holy Trinity, than. 
the ever memorable Dr. Hammond, upon the 1 Epiſtle of. 
S. Johr,, the fifth Chapter, and the ſixth Verſe? I believe [ 


may anſwer for you, that you did not mean to imputeany 


fuch Herefies to either of them. And therefore it remains, 
if you acquit them, that you condemn your {clt of the 
groſleſt impertinency, and heedleſsneſs, in naming theſe, 
as the Heads of that black Faction.

Land, which (till (hows that you are beſide the Cuſhion, 
and without queſtion, expect ( as you fay of him ) that 
Readers ſhould reſt upon your DiGates, without any ſearching 
whether you write tothe purpole or no : or elſe you would 
never have ſo determinately called your Book, a Vindication 
of Mr. Standiſh's his Sermon, which in truth is far otherwiſe, 
It would have ſaved you a great deal of needleſs pains, 
if you would but have minded the laſt words of my Re- 

jueſt to him (which are not mine, but the wiſe Son of 
Qrach's 11 Ecclus. 7. ) Onderſtand firſt, and thenrebuke. 
You would not have troubled us, it you had heeded

good counſel, with a ſtory of his Arminianiſme, 


ſtrutting through all the pages of his Bookz which is nomore 
tothe Vindication you undertake, than the myſterious agen- 
cy of Panzani and Con ( which you talk of afterward) 
.and- that which was a doing (1 know not when) at Clerken- 


;well, and behind Drury-lane. 


" Nor hath the Ghoſt of Tilerws, whom you bring innext, 
any thing to ſay about the buſineſs. It is only a dumb 
apparition; and we have nothing but your word for it, 


that 2t makes very irregular glances, and would let out the 


hearts blond-of ſundry truly Proteſtant Do&rines, All that 
follows it likewite ts but wind,againft Parker, Hickringale, 
.and ſweet Mr. Sherlock (as you are pleated in much civi- 
lity toterm him) whoſe Writings you ſay, contain mot 
aunch more thin Sophiſtical Harangues, Perſpicuous Calum- 
mes, and Prodigions Drolleries. What that zzuch more 1s, 
you will not let us know; It is like that, as little as you 
think it, it contains a contfutation of your accuſations. 
For one of thoſe perſons whom you rank with them, 
Georzins BUY, | av acquainted withall, and know him to 
be both an Holy. and a very Learned perton, who hath 
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with as much indignation, as you can do the Writings of 
any of the New ſpeaking Gentlemen. And there isno body 
that knows him, but is aſſured, he moſt ſincerely declares 
his inmoſt thoughts : and would nor fora world embrace 
any Doctrine, contrary to what hath been taught by the 


Catholick Church ; with which he is certain the Church of. 


England 1s not at odds. 

But why dol make ſo many words about this ſort of 
Writers? Our Books of Devotion will not down with you. 
neither; but, upon this, that is no occaſion, fall under 
your laſh. It they do but omit any thing, which you 
would have inthem, fſtraitway you quarrel, and think it 
a ſufficient reaſon for your diſpleaſure at them. The method 
ans diretion for private Devotion, 1s not tor your Tooth. 
And which 1s more, the Whole Duty of Mar, 1s not ſecure. 


from your impotent aſlaults, p. 29. and 32. We muſt uſe 
no other Books but ſuch as you like ; oreiſe quit our Ti-* 


tle to the name ofthe right Sons-of the Church of Exglard. 
Inſtead of the excellent Book laſt named, we mult buy the. 
PraGice of Piety ( though far more liable toexceptions in 
many wiſe mens judgements, than any Book of Devotion : 
you have mentioned) or elſe you will not bein a good hu- 
mor. What an imperious,diCtating Sptrit isthis (which rules 
in Men of this ſtrain) who will not allow us fo much as to - 
(peak out of their phraſe? Isthis the Spirit af true genuine 


Calviniſme, which you fo highly commend, p.28? Are - 


thoſe that carp at every thing, and can reliſh nothing, . 
but what 1s of their dreſſing, nor fancy any body, but 


thoſe that are exactly of their own cutr, the righteſ# Sons - 


and Fathers of the Church of England £ -— 
Why (will you here, I fancy, interrupt me, and be apt 
to ſay) what have you to object againſt what I have writ, 


That an Epiſcopal Calviniſt is the righteſt Son, or - Father of © 


the Church of England, the beſt Proteſtant ; and. (if agcod 
mar ) the beſt Chriſtian ? p. 28. 1 anſwer, if you will not 
COUNE: : 
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[count 'me impertinent for medling with that, which was 
not my preſent buſinel(s . with: you, I have very much to 
object. And firſt I ay, that no right Son, much leſs, Fa- 
ther of the Church of Exgland, will endure to be called, 
or thought, either a-Calviniſt, or an Arminian : for our 
Church tollows no particular man, though never ſo great; 
neither Calvin, nor Luther, nor Arminivs. None of theſe 
are the founders of its Faith : which is not taught by Cal- 
vin's,Or any Other [zſtitutions ;, but by the Holy Scriptures 
interpreted by the Church of Chriſt, inthe beſt ages of it. 
Or ( to give it you inthe words of an once Father of this 
Church) interpreted, not according to the fancies, and moſt 
what preſumptions of ſome one man, delighting commonly to 
oppoſe and thwart the ſtream of antiquity 3 but according to 
the ſenſe and meaning of thoſe times, that drew water nearer 
unto the Well-head ;, that is, to the Apoſtles, and. their ſuc- 

. ceſſors immediately. 
. Upon which icore it 1s certain, thatthe Dodrine of this 
+Church cannotbe Calviniar. .For the. firſt, and pureſt ages, 
by which it 1s guided, -you your -{clt are {enfible was not 
ſo; only you think it ſufficient to ſanle at thoſe who pre- 
tend their Authority, and ſay, 1t 7s little leſs than 1 "nf 
lows to talk of the Fathers before St. Auſtin's time, in reſo 
rence to thoſe queſtions. p. 25. Why o, I beſeech you? Be- 
caule they Fred, lay you, before the Comtrovere was ſtarted; 
and ſo did not nor could iniend to [peak appoſttely to the points 
of Original fr. the power of Grace, &c. By which reaſon we 
mult not appca] to them 111 the points about Popery:for then 
the pretcnces of St. reter were not on foot, ec. and then 
they could noi intend to {peak appoſrely to ſuch matters, 
I-ſhould thipk thoſe great Lights of rhe Church. ought 
not to be thus {hghted, 1n-a matter ot fuch moment. And 
an indifferent pe: lon would, for your reaſon, conclude 
the quite contia:y 5 that they are the more to be heeded, 
; becauſe they a1ethe moic likely to have delivered purely 
their 
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their ſenſe without any bias, when they were not enga- 
ged among themſelves in the heats of controverſy z which 


too oft pervert the underſtanding. And thoſe Doftrines 
which ſubvert Mr. Calvirs Syſteme, were fo certainly be- 


. lieved by them, that they made no controverſy of them : 


but with one conſent rejected the Dodrine of Fate, which 
was then no leſs rife among the Pagans ( againſt whom 
they were careful no doubt to write appoſitely) than the 
abſolute irreſpeFive Decreesare now among Chriſtians, | 
But beſides this, I am alſo certain, that the Sons and 
Fathers of the Church of Ergland, have oppoſed this 
Doctrine long beſore Mr. Foord appeared; who you fay, 
was the firſt that ventured to give our Brittiſh world, new 
notions of Gods love to Mankind. This is fo palpable an 
untruth, that Biſhop Hoopers Works ſhew theſe notions 
See M4, Which you call New, are as Old as the Reformati- 
Bull, on. And a Sermon Preached at St. Paxls Croſs, on 
the 27 of Odober (as the Title Page informs me) Anno 
Regine Elizabethe 26. by Samnel Harſnet, is ſuch an il u- 
{trious teſtimony againſt you, that therecannot be a great- 
er. He was then but Fel/ow of Pembroke-Hall iz Cam- 
bridge; but afterward promoted to be one of the Fa- 
thers of the Church, in King James his time, and at laſt 
advanced to be one of our Primates; for he dyed, Arch- 


"Biſhop of Terk, 1 ſupoſe, Sir, a Perſon of your Reading;zwho 


undertakes to trace thecrooked muddy ſtream, as you call it, 
to its firſt weak ebullitions,cannot be ignorant of the-ſtrong 
efforts ( to uſe your own word) made by this Preacher; 
Who expreſsly makes the Dofrine, which Mr. Hoord | 
after oppoſed, a daring enemy riſen up againſt our [ſrae 
For he expreſly calls it a Goliah, which was grown huge 
and monſtrons,reviling not the Holt of the living God, but 
the Lord of Hoſts. And mentioning thoſe words of St. Pal, 
{ God would have all men to be ſaved tells that numerous 
Auditory the Genevian conceit hath dealt with this Gracious 
C bounty 
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Boit'y of God, andthis bleſſed ſaying [God would have all 
men tobe ſaved] 4s Hanun did with the Ambaſſadors of 
David. He cat off their Garments to the Hips and this hath 
enrtail'd the Grace of God to the ſtumps : For it ſaith, it. 
»mſt not be meant that God would have every living ſoul 'to- 
come to Heaven , but one or two, perhaps, ont of every order 
and occupation. But the Spirit of St. Peter (_ a great deal. 
wiſer than that of Geneva) ſaith plainly, God wopld not have 
any one periſh, ©. Ttruſt we ſhall have Grace to believe hin; 
 fince himſelf can better tell what himſelf would have, than the 
men of Geneva can. What think you now after this down- 
my Declaration ( which I have tranſcribed a ſmall ſcrap 

, out of that Sermon, on 33 Ezek. 11.) was Mr. Hoord 
the firſt man that ventured to teach Gods love to Mankind, 
ina way. quite oppoſite to that of the Calvinians? Is nor 
here a man that boldly tells the Brztzþ world inthe greateſt 
Afembly it hag,. that your beloved Dodtrine is a ſtran- 
ger, nay anenenly to our Church: ſtrutting indeed about 
atthat time, and bearing it ſelfhigh (as you ſpeak of Dr. 
Hleylins Arminianifme ) fo that Men trembled and ſhak'4 
at itz but by him reſolutely endeavoured tobe caſt down, 
as a forreign conceit, which ought not to beadmitted. here. 
We know very well, how it came to ſpread and grow ſo 
Þuge and monſtrous; bat it was then no-more the ſenſe of. 
the Church of England, than Arianiſme was the ſenſe of 
the. Church Catholique, when all places were over-run- 
with it. There were ſtil] more than oe who-had the fame 
reſolution with Athanaſius, to bear witneſs agamſt itz as L 
could ſhow out of good Authors. 

And I can ſeeno cauſe why Biſhop Moxntague (whom, 
as-becomes a true courſe Calvinian, you.call bare Mounta- 
gxe, and therefore the reſt, by the way, need not take it 
ill they are no better treated) ſhould be quite ftruck out 
of the number of thoſe, from whomwe may learnthe no- 
rions of: our Church in his dayes. For 1 can find no State- 
Politicks. 
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Politicks in his Book (which 64 pretend for his rejefti” 
on) but as he aſſures us, the proper, true, and axtient te” 
ents of the Church of England 5 ſuch as be,without any doub* 
or ol Jenphorectnh ana genuine,ſuch as ſhe will both acknow” 
ledge and maintain for her own: So he avows in his Epiſtle 
Dedicatory, to His late Majelty, before his Ape/o Cofivem. 
And there is no reafon to think him partial in"this caſe; 
ſince Dr. Francis White, then Dean of Carliſle (no mean 
Champion ſure of our Church) teſtified as much, after he 
had been authorized b King ames, to read that Book 
over duely, and give his judgement of it, which is this, as, 
you may ſee in his Approbation,or Licenſe of it for the Pres, 
1624. that having diligently pcruſedit, he foynd nothing 
therein but what is agreeable to the Publique Faith, Do@rene 
and Diſcipline eſtabliſhed in the Church of England. 
Now mark what this Writer faith to thole that inform- 
ed againſt him. You would make the world believe C as you, 
Sir, indeavour alſoto do ) That the Church of England 
Calvinizes : ſhew me good warrant for it, and [ yield, I may 
rather ſay that the Church of England hath oppoſed this: Do» 
Frine, becauſe that many of the Learned (your ſelves will not 
deny) in that Church, and moſt conformable unto the Diſcio 
pline and DodGirine of the Church, bave mainly oppoſed it. 
You may find this lively teſtimony againſt you, in the Firſt 
Part, the Seventh Chapter : towards the conclukon af 
-which, he further adds, Tam ſure it hath been oppoſed in the 
Church of England 3 otherwiſe taught and profeſſed in the 
Schools, when [was an Auditor there. It hath been prohibited 
to be enjoyned, and tendred, or maintained, as the authenti- 
cal DodGrine of our Church, by ſupreme authority; with ſharp 
reproof, unto thoſe that went about to have it tendred, than 
when thoſe concluſions or aſſertions of Lambeth ( which you 
mention) were #por ſending down to the Univerſity of Cam» 
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(12): 
This is ſufficient fure to convince you of your error ;or- 
ifit be not, let me add;that Biſhop Davenant himſclfCwho' 
ou do. but hope, redxced. MF. Hoord to a ſonnder mind, 
for Ican prove the contrary) in his Lexi Sermon before the 
King, and the Jaft F think that he preached, declared his 
opinion to be,a for Oniverſal Redemption, ſo =; QOniverſal 
ce within the Charch. Which I doubt, the Calvinians 
will-not allow; Iam ſure thoſe thatare called Arminians, 
deſire no« more. You may find this, if you pleaſe, in Dr. 
Hammond's Letters to Biſhop Sanderſon, concerning Gods 
Grace and Decrees, p. 27. and I hope you will take his 
word in a matter of Fad, for a greater thing than this. 
But if all this will not be regarded, yet I preſume the 
Church it ſelf will be allowed to underſtand its own ſenſe, 
which hath dire@ly, and in. expreſs words ( (aith the 
forenamed Biſhop Monrtague, in that Book, Licenſed by 
the Kings Authority) overthrown the ground of Calviniime, 
in Teaching thus: that a juſtified man, and ——_— pre- 
Aeftinate in your DoQarine, may fall from God, and therefore 
become not the Child 4 God, p. 59. which he repeats again 
P- 73: The Church holdeth,and teacheth pun@ually. (and that 
in the opinion, and with the diſlike of the Learnedſt of your 
fide) that Faith, true, juſtifying Faith, once had, may be 
loft and recovered again: that a man enducd with Gods Ho- 
by Spirit, may loſe that HOLY SPIRIT, have that Light put 
out, become like unto JAUL and JUDAS, &c. How canthe 
Church of Ergland then be thought, even in- your own 
underſtanding, tobe Calvinian; which teaches things ſo 
croſs toMr. Ootoins Hypotheſis, that they utterly overturn 
t? Andithad been very happy if they that endeavoured 
to bend ſome other Articles of | our Church to his ſenſe, 
had rather ſtudied, as they onght to have done, to frame 
their ſenſe in all other things to this Article, which is di-. 
retted fo expreſly againſt what he teaches. This Church 
then would have been in a better condition than it is; be-

Monntagne better, as a perſon of ſome judgement and fa-- 
gacity in other things, as well as 1n-this, | 
But I liſt not to trouble the Reader with any unplea-- 
ſant reflections upon thoſe diſmal times, I will rather up- 
on this occaſion, refreſh him with a tale, as King James 
called it, in the Conference at Hampton Court, .p, 82..There- 
was a time, faith he, when Mr. Knox writes to the Queen 
Regent of Scotland, telling her, that. ſhe was Supreane head- 
4 the Church, and charged her, as ſhe would __ it before ' 
od's Tribunal, to take care of Chriits Evangel, and of 
ſuppreſſing the Popiſh Prelates, who withſtood the ſame. But 
how long, trow ye, did this. continue. ? even ſo long; till by. 
her authority, the Popiſh Biſhops were repreſſed, he himfelf, 
and his adherents, were brought in , and well ſetled, and. 
thereby” made ſtrong enough to undertake the matters of Re-- 
formation themſelves. Then loe, they began to make ſmall ac-- 
count of her Supremacy, nor would longer reſt on her Atitho-- 
; rity, ; 


irſt Part ofthis Appeal, where 
hecharges.thoſe that informed againſt him, with waving-

rity, but took the Cauſe into their own hand, 8&c. Iwil a 
.ply it thus, And then putting his Hand to his Hat, His Me. 
Jeſfty ſaid, My Lords, the Biſhops, I may thank you, that theſe 
| Men thus plead for my Supremacy : they think they cannot 
make their party good againſt you, but by appealing to it ;, as 
' if you, or ſome that adhere unto you, were not well affeted 
towards it. But if once you were out, and they in place, 1 
know what would become of my Supremacy. With the like 
reaſon I may apply it again to our preſent buſineſs; there 
_ .arecertain men that ring perpetually in our ears, the Do- 
Frine of the Church of England, the DoGrine of the Church 
of England : as if they were the moſt afraid of innovati- 
'onsin it, and werethe moſt zealous aſlertors, and ſtrong- 
eſt ſupporters of it. Whereas the truth is, they are beat 
from all other holds, and hope to ſhelter themſelves a lit- 
tle by appealing to it : as if ſome among m4 were not well-af - 
feTed towards it. But if once their opponents were out, 
and they in their places, with a power to ſettle matters 
among us; I know what would become of the Doerine of 
the Church of England 3 which they would no more value 
than an old Almanack quite out of date. 
But I intend not to make a Book of this, and therefore 
have faid enough to demonſtrate the Firſt part of your 
afſertion 1s not true 3 that ar Epiſcopal Calviniſt is the right- 
eſt Son or Father of the Church of England. As for the Se- 
cond, That he is, if a good mar, the beſt Chriſtian I have 
far more toſay, than Tam willing to Print. It is ſufficient 
to tell you, that I have knownindeed ſundry good men 
.of that way, whol venily beheve would have been much 


better, if they had not been of «. And othersT have. 


known, who have ſtained their gooodnefs, with ſuch irre- 
gular actions, and finiſter practices and dealings, as I be- 
Heve they would not have been guilty of, had not their 
Principles betrayed them into them. And laſtly, I am apt 
£0 think that you your {elf would have been more cha -4 
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(15) 
table m your cenſures, more indifferent m your'judge-- 
ment, concerning Men and things, more civil and courte- 
ous 1n your treatment of thoſe you oppoſe, leſs captious, 
leſs partial, and not fo peremptory as you are in many 
pn of your Book, if you had not been a Calvinian: 

ut I will not diſpute on which ſide ( would: to God we 
could uſe noſuch word, but as we are one Body, ſo were- 
indeed all One ) the beſt Chriſtians are, nor which Prin- 
eiples are apt to make the beſt. Let us all (incerely endea- 
vour to excel/ in Vertue, and be Fac that any can out-- 
ftrip us, though they be not in all things of.our mind 3 
which will be far better than contending about prece-- 
dency, or about any thingelſe whatſoever. 

Here now we might fairly part 3. but that I believe you 
will be apt to think, either I have nothing to-lay, or dare- 
fay nothing, of that about which you make ſo many ſad 
complaints, 1fI ſhould whelly paſs by the points of j»ſti-- 
fication by Faith, - and the imputed. Roghreonſae s of Chriſt 
With the ſame proviſion therefore, that you will not ac-- 
cuſe me for medling with..that whichdid not concern me, . 
I will add a few-words about thoſe matters. 

AndI aſlyre you, I abhorr the man, as. mach as: you- 

can do, who-ſhall teach me otherwite, than our Church: 
doth, Artic. XI. that we are accounted righteous before God, . 
only for the merits of our Lord and Saviour Feſus Chriſt, by- 
Faith,. and not for our own Works or m—_— And there-- 
fore it is a moſt wholeſome Dodrine, an fallof Comfort that? 
we are juſtified by Faith only. But I verily think, there are - 
none that teach otherwiſe ; but you have wholly miftaken- 
thoſe Perſons, whole Writings have given you the trou-- 
ble of making this Book. For though we are juſtified! by 

Faith-only, yet you acknowledge p. 37. that al Chriſtiaze- 
Vertues are connate with that Faith. Which: grants: all that- 
Mr. By// contends for 5; whoſe poſition is; that the Faith+ 


which juſtifies. contains in. it a ſincere purpoſe ot a:new - 
| life... 


(rs) 
"'Tife. :O but none of thoſe vertues ( you _ paſe inty 
'-the cauſe of juſtification, No, nor is Faith it ſelf any cauſe 
-of itz not ſo much asan inſtrumental cauſe; and therefore 
you oughrnot to have quarrelled with Mr. Bu/ about this 
matter; whe deteftsany ſuch thoughts as you impoſe on 
him, that our good Works are required caſually, and an- 
' tecedently toour juſtification, p. 39. No ſuch abſurd No- 
- tion is tobe:found, I will ſtand to it, in his Book; nor 
1lyes I am ſure, in his Head. He is not ſo weak, ſo unſtu- 
died a {)ivine, as to make any thing that we can do, the 
cauſe of that, which God alone can beſtow upen us. He 
doth not ſo much as require _ Works anteredently to 
our entrance into the ſtateof Juſtification ; but only the 
"purpoſe of them : which you your {elf acknowledge to 
G included, together with all Chriſtian Vertues, in that 
Faith which juſtifies. And indeed Biſhop Daverant, whom 
you deſervedly. applaud, affirms, ashe ſhows, that thoſe 
- internal good Works are neceſlary to our juſtification, 
- though not as efficient-or meritorious cauſes, yet as concur- 
ring or previous conditions. 
There is but one-clauſe which can biing you off, and 
excuſe you in this buſineſs, which you wilcly inſert, when 
you ſpeak of Mr. Bu//s Doftrine[ if at leaſt,lay you, canun- 
derſtand him.) 1 know not what you can do, but Tam ſure 
ou doxot underſtand him. And therefore ought to have 
ſuſpefed.alſo, that you did not rightly underſtand Biſhop 
* Nicholſorr's Books ; rather than have ſaid fo confidently as 
you do, dowbtle/s Mr. Bull impoſes very far upon the Biſhop, 
when he faith, the Biſhop read, approved, commended his 
Book, and with'd him to publiſh it. This is very uncivil, 
and hardly to be reconciled with Chriſtian Charity,which 
teaches us to think no evil, to believe all things, and to hope 
all things, when the contrary doth not evidently appear. 
It would have been but bare modeſty in you, to have 
thought yoa did nut apprehend the meaning of a Writer, 
Th 
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1n matters of controverſie 037. Faith; rather thanhave 
accuſed a Divine ( of no mean credit, I aflure you in his 
Countrey) of talliftying ſoimpudently ina matter of Fa@, 
which he avows to the world, and to the Biſhop himſelf 
(to whom he dedicates his Work) to be a moſt real Truth. 
When you conſider it, you will acknowledge, I hope, be- 
tween God and your own Soul, this was too raſh and pe- 

remptory ( to ſpeak gently) and not becoming one ofthe 

beſt fort of Chriſtians. 


 Whichif you, andT too, will both of us ſtudy to be, 
I think verily itis beſt for us not to trouble our ſelves with 
nice diſquiſitions, about theſe matters, wherein we find 
Divines cannot well agree, about the way, I mean, of 
Faith's juſtifying us. It may ſuffice us, I ſhould think, to 
know, what our Liturgy teaches us plainly in both the Ab- 
ſolutions,that God pardoneth and abſglueth all theme that true- 
ly repent, and unfeignedly believe his Holy Goſpel (as it isin - 
the Abſolution pronounced every day ) having promiſed 
forgiveneſs of ſins to all them that with hearty repentance, end 
true Faith turn to him; asit is in that at the Holy Com- 
munion. Let us receive this glad tidings upon our bend- 
ed knees, and with moſt joytul hearts, thankfully devo- 
ted to his ſervice 3 and leave thoſe that liſt to diſpute about 
the particular act of Faith that juſtifies 3 and how it is 1n- 
{trumental, as they ſpeak, in the buſineſs of Juſtification 3 
and whether there be ſuch a thing as a paſlive Inſtrument, 
and what Repentance hath todo in this mxtter. No body 
{ball ever perſwade me, but we ſhall haye the benefit of 
the -Abſolution, though we be not able to reſolve theſe 
queſtions, or though we never think of them, IF we true- 
ly repent , and unfeignedly believe Chriſtx Holy Goſpel; or, 
which is the ſame, With hearty Repentance, and true Faith 
turn to him | |

Ard in like manner (to ſpeak a word or two in the other 
point, we arc ſufficiently ininutted in our Litanie, as I 
ardeiſtard it, to expe to be dclivered (from our fins, [ 
ſuppoſe, and the puniſhment due to them.) by the whole 
Humiliation, and cxaltation of our.Lord Jeſus Chriſt: 
when it teaches us to pray, By the myſtery of thy Holy In- 
carnation; by thy Holy Nativity and Circumcif/on, by thy 
Baptiſme, Faſting and Temptation, by thine Agony and 
Bloudy ſweat ; by thy Croſs and "__ by thy precious 
Degth and Burial ;, by thy Glorious ReſurreFion and Aſcen- 
fron 5 and by the coming of the Holy Ghoſt, Good Lord. de- 
liver us. Itis plain, that whoſoever minds what heprays, 
trufts to be delivered by Chriſt alone; who impetrated 
this Mercy for us, and beſtows tt on us, by his Incarnati- 
on, Nativity, Circumciſion, and all the reſt now mentioned. 
But what hand each of theſe hath, diftin& from the other, 
in procuring our deliverance, and how each of them me- 
' rits for us, and makes us to be accounted righteous before 
God: and wherein the merit of his life differs, from that of 
his Death and Paſſion, and is applied to us by his Reſur- 
reftion, Aſcenſion, and coming of the Holy Ghoſt; we 
need not, I hope, very (olicitouſly enquire. For Juſtifica- 
tion is not a Blefling that: belongs only to Scholars and 
fabtil Wits, but to the plaineſt- Countreyman of us all ; 
who pray, and hope to be delivered, by all that Chriſt 
hath done and ſuffered for us; whole righteouſneſs in 
both regards, was fo pure and perfe& that God in conſi- 
deration- of it (or for its merits) was pleaſed Graciouſly 
to grant xs forgiveneſs of ſins, and hima power to beſtow 
it on all thoſe that believe on his name : which is as much 
as to ſay, that we are accounted righteous for the ſake of 
Chrifts. merits, or forthe merits, if- you will, of Chriſts 
righteouſneſs; the effefs and fruits of which we are made 
partakers of by Faith. So the Church teaches us- to un- 
derſtand Chriſt's imputed righteouſneſs (which all good 
| . Chr i{t1ans: 
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 Chriftians rejoyce in.) For righteouſneſs imputed, is our 
being accounted righteous before (30d, though we are not fo 
in our felves, and we are accounted righteous before 
God, faith the 11 Artic, ovly for the merits of our Lord and 
Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, by Faith; and not for our own works 
and _ | 

If you will trouble your ſelf withnotions beyond this, 
you may z but donot trouble others with them, who pro. 
tels they cannot underſtand haw the Righteouſneſs of 
Chriſt canbeſo.accounted ours ( which 1s the modernno. 
tion of it) as ifin him we had performed perfect obedi- 
ence to God. He performed perte&t Obedience for #s ; 
(that ye believe and hope to be ſaved by the me- 
rit of i1t;) but we did not perform perfe& obedience 
in him; ( that iscontrary, I have been taught to the ve- 
ry principles of Chriſtianity. ) For if we did, then by 
that perfe& obedience performed in him, we become per- 
fectly righteous 3 free, thatis, not only from all puniſh- 
ment, but from fault ; and then we have no need of par- 
don, nor of any inherent righteouſneſs, and we have me- 
rited a reward. 

For my part I believe the honeſt people of the Church 
of England, whodevoutly ſay the Litanie, never think of 
any ſuch thing, but humbly addreſs themſelves to God 
for mercy, through the merits and mediation of Jeſus 
Chriſt, who hath purchaſed pardon for penitent ſinners, 
by the intire righteouſnels of his life and death. They 
mean no more, when they pray to be delivered by his 
wonderful condeſcenſion, in being incarnate for our ſake 
( which was the beginning of his "0 upngeery and by his 
bloudy death and burial (in which it was finiſhed) but 
that they may be freed from the guilt of their (ins, and the 
puniſhment due to them, by the merits of theſe, and all 
other parts of his humiliation : which they know, by his 
cxaltation into the heavens, and the coming of the Holy 
D 2 Ghoſt 
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(20) 
Choſt, was highly acceptable to God ; being the ful(i]- 
lng of aJl his Will, in what he required for our redemp-. 
tion; and having obtained for our Saviour, all power jn 
Heaven and Earth, todiſpenſe the Bleſlings which he pur- 
chaſed. And thus other Churches underſtand this buſineſs, 
the French tor inſtance, who ſay; We believe that onr righte- 
onſneſs con*ſts in remi;ſion of hns,SC.. 1nd therefore caſting a- 
way all opinion of our own vertiies and merits, we reſt only in 
the obedience of Chrift Jeſus, whichis imputed to ms beth, that 
all our ſms may be covered..nd alſs that ws may obtain Grace 
before God. Here they plainly tell us, that their righteouſ- 
eſs ( which is procured by Chriſts obcdience ) conſiſts 
in remiſſion of (115 and therefore that obedience of his, 
Ks imputed only in this ſenſe; that for its-fake we may ob- 
tain remiſſion of ſins, and be accepted: with God. 
| FT beſeech you, Sir, do not accuſe me of Heterodoxy, if 
Fdonot jump with your thoughts in thefe matters: forT 
proteſt T have no inclinations to-faſten a ſenſe upon the 
Churches words out of my own 'head 5 but would moſt 
ern, receive it from thoſe that can inform me better a- 
out it. AndI have a great reſpett alſo, for all good men 
that are of a different mind in theſe matters: and reverence. 
Mr. Calvin very much, though I do-not think my ſelf 
bound tofollow his opinions. All I defire is, that neither 
you,nor any body elſe would keep a pudder and a ſtirr, 
as if Chriſtianity were in danger tobe loſt by I know not 
wh:tnz2w. notions; when Mr. By, and all that I have 
hea.d of his way, preach the Grace of God, in ſach a 
manner as I have declared : which makes me confident our 
Religion and the Church is ſafe, if they have no. worſe- 
enemiesthan he. But T much fear they are none of the 
Churches friends ( though they may deſign its good) who 
make ſuch a noiſe, as if all our antient, moſt fundamen- 


tal Dottrines were ſubverted. For the love of God; Sir,Let 
us hear no more ot this from your hand, if you bear = 
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good will to it. Let us have no more diſcourſes of -i#910>- 
vations 11 our Dodrines; no more Truths unveiled 
( though you think your ſelt never ſo well acquainted, 

withthem) no more Vindications,nor mention of Mr.Stax- 
diſh: who being the only perſon concerned, hath as be- 
came an honeſt and good man, acknowledged his error 

by ſilence. I pray, Sir, do not you therefore revive that, 

which he thinks fit ſhould dye, and be no more heard of. 
F dareſay for, him,he will give you no thanks for your kind 

intentions to ſerve him3 and therefore do-not ſtudy how 

to oblige him any further in this matter. He honours ſe- 

veral of thoſe perſons, I make no doubt, as true Sons of 
the Church of Ezgland; whom you have loaded with the 

reproach of departing from its Doftrine. You have done: 
him a great deal of.injury in endeavouring to make the 

world believe, that he ſtruck at Dr. Hammond, Biſhop: 

Taylor, or Biſhop Mountague either, Nothing I am no 
dent was further tromhis thoughts, and he wiſhes, T am of. 
opinion, that he had been as farout of yours. For it was 

untowardly done to bring him upon the [tage again, right 

or wrong; when he had no mind to-perliſt in making a: 
breach among us, as he had-in an heat begun to do. 


But he will take it kindly, I amr-apt to think, if you will: 
not ſeek. to. make him-any reparation tor this wrong : but 
leave him to juſtify himlelf his own way. He may well: 
forgive you all that is paſt, for one conliderable ſervice 
you have done him (and the only one thatI can-tind) 
which 1s, that I hopeyou have opened his eyes to (ee, that 
I was in the right when I told him (in my requelt to him) 
what ſort of men he would gratify by thole paſlages in- 
his Sermon. Even ſuchas accuſe our late great Archbtſhop- 
of Canterbury, far being an inconragen of the Romiſh FaGi-- 
x: (as you do in expreſs terms, p. 28. ) 5. e. betraying his. 


Irult, and this Church ; which-he fo atteCtionate!y ſerved, 
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(22) 
that it coſt him his life. It was not enough it ſeems, that 
they brought him in hislife time,u-der the Prophets afflition 
( as he complains to our late Martyicd Soveraign 1n his 
Epiſtle before his admirable Book againſt Fiſher) between 
the month that ſpeaks wickedneſs, and the tongue that ſets forth 
deceit, and ſlandered kimas thick, as if he were not their own 
Alothers Son : but he muſt ſtill be perſecuted with the 
tame calumnies,. now that he is laid in his Grave. 
But it isno wonder that Pen ſhould doit, which be- 
{tows ſuch commendations on him, who reproaches, not 
only our Biſhops, but the moſt famous perſons of that Or- 
der, which have been known in the Chriſtian world, I mean 
the facetious and candid Marvel (as you praile him, p. 34.) 
with whom honeſt Mr. Standiſh ( as you there truly term 
him) will not takeit well to be joyned in the very fame 
breath; as if he carried on the ſame deſign with that Gen- 
tleman. Heis an honeſter man, I dareſay, than you would 
have him; and hates that which you applaud with all his 
heart. What? do you really think a Son of the Church of 
England can be in love with him, that laughs at the primi- 
tive times , and makes a jeſt of the venerable Conncil of 
Nice, and drolls upon the Biſhops afſembled there, as if 
they were a company of pitiful Dunces, whoſe under- 
ſtandings were ſequeſtred, and knew not what to believe, 
butas they were every day inſtrutted by their Chaplains. 
P-58.Call you this Facetionſreſs? And is1t Candor too,when 
etells us in his Rehearſal Tranſprosd, that the higheſt 
pinnacle of Eccleſjaſtical Felicity, ( tor the Clergy hill 
have moſt of his kindneſs) z to aſſwage their luſt, and wrack. 
their malice. p.10. And when in the concluſion of his laſt 
work, weread, that the Biſhops have induced His Majeſty 
to more ſeverity, than all the Reigns ſince the Conqueſts will 
contain, if ſumm'd up together? What ? Not Qucen Ma- 
ries Reign excepted ? No,nor the late Reign ofthe Preſby- 
terians and Independants? Were the flames in Smithfield, 
and 
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and all the p—_— (Iam loth to mention alt 
the reſt of the dreadtul ſufferings) which our timcs have 
known, mere gentleneſs, in compariſon with the preſent 
rigors? When with ſo much lenity alſo, as was never 
known in any Reign, ſuch Books as theſe are ſuffered, to 
confute their own accuſations ? 


Good God ! how partial arethe beſt ſort of Chriſtians 
grown (it you may be believed ) who can ſwallow all 
this glibly and merrily, with a great deal of ſmuttineſs to 
boot (whichT have obſerved in the Rehearſal H_— 
but keck at Dr. Hammond, and the Whole Duty of Man. &c. 
which will by no means down with them? What an odd 
kind of Conſcience is this, which cryes out, How. long O: 
Lord, how long ? (p. 35. as if you wondred at. his forbear- 
ance) becauſe ſomemen ſpeak of juſtifying Faith in other 
terms than you would have them : ya can, not only ſuf- 
ter, but countenance him, who direfly ſtrikes at a main 
Principle of Chriſtianity 3 viz. That our Saviour 1s the 
Eternal Son of God, begotten before all worlds, of one ſub- 
ſtance with the Father. For he faith the Council of Nice 
impoſed a NEW ARTICLE or Creed upon the Chriſtian 
world : when this was the very thing they ſtood upon, . 
that they only declared' the antient belict, which had al- 
ways been from the beginning, concerning the Son of God... 

What outcries would you have made, hadany perſon of 
our Church been guilty. of ſuch a fat 2 How prophane, | 
how impious wand you have thought it, to call that ex-- 
plication which they made of the antient Faith, a gibberiſh 
of their own impoſing-: a Cant, wherein they forced. others to- 
follow them 2 How oft would you have repeated, your 
acinus. aute hoc. inauditum? p. 35. and reiterated your 
Heu! inthenext pages, whereas yau can read this in him, 
and be as calm as a Lamb; nay, entertain him with the. 
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Well, I ſee by this what the care is, which ſome mo 
zealouſly pretend to have, leaſt there ſhould be the ſmal- 
leſt innovation'inthe Doctrine of the Church of Eveland, 
which exprefly declares-in the 8 Article, that the Nicene 
Creed (together with that of Athanaſus, and the Apoſiles) 
ought to be thorowly received and believed ;, for they may be 
proved by moſt certain warrants of Holy Scripture. And in 
the Second Article it alerts, in plain words, the Son to be 
the very Eternal God, of oxc ſubſtance with the Father, 
&c. Such is the gibberiſh of the Church of Exgland (as he 
(and you too in effect call it : ) for which, if you were in- 
deed as much concerned as you imagine, and didnot de- 
.ceive your felt with an unequal zeal ; you would fo 
reaſon upon this occaſion (* as you fancy you do upon 
another ) to beblur your paper with Tears more than Ink. For 
you cannot pretend that any of thoſe whom you trouble 
your ſelf ſo much withal, have affronted her Dodtrine 
1m ſo audacious a:manner, as this Writer hath done; whom 
you can read, not only with dry Eyes, but with amerry 
Heart. There would have been no end of your complaints, 
could you have found any thing fo black in our Books, 
we ſhould have had our cars filled with clamours fromall 
parts of the Kingdom 3 and nothing ſounded in them, but 
that Chriſtianity was betrayed,the name of our Lord blaſ- 
phemed,e*c.by an impious Innovator. You your ſelf, though 
now you be ſilent, would have joyned with them, and 
ſaid that he had ont-done all others in ſeurrility, calumny, 
and prophaneneſs; as you accule others that deſervea better 
charafter 3 you would have ſobb'd and figh'd, and fate 
down full of Marvel ( you muſt give me leave to fancy, 
how you would have ſpoken.) and in deep aſtoniſhment 
that ſuch a thing, ſuch an inanditum facinus, ſhould be 
committed m our {ſrael.

And truly T am fo aſtoniſhed at it, and at vour par- 
tiality, that I am able to go no further ; but muſt here 
b.eak oft abruptly : After | have told you, that I am not- 
withſtandiny lo charttab'e (looking upon you in an ill fit 
waen you writ this Book ) that as youtake me for an ho- 
neſt Countrey Gentleman,ſo I take you for nolcts; which 
of us is miſtaken, let the world judge, without giving it 
any further trouble by either ot our ſcriblings about this 
buſineſs. It had not been troubled with mine, I aſſure you, 
but that I thought it was neceſſary you ſhould ſee, your 
Zeal cannot be ſo great for one way; but there are men 
in the Church of Ergland who will equal it, and are as 
much concern'd, and can ſay as much tor the other way. 
And now that this isdone, let us betake our ſolves to our 
Prayers, which is the beſt employment, That God: would 
enlighten all our Eyes, to ſee the way of Truth and 
Righteoulnels, Amer.
